Chingwangtao is expected to 
become the principal port of Northern China.

The establishment of through com- 
“Munication with Viadivostock by the 
“Trans-Siberi-:n Railway marks an important 
stage in the development of the Far Eust. 
Jt will no doubt be some time yet before 
wthe line is;fully equipped for handling the 
olarge: traffic that.it will ultimately command, 
and Talienwan, not Viacivostock, will be 
the Manchurian 
connections nre completed, which will not be 
‘tor another year or two. The coming 
-aummer,-however, will probably witness a 
‘commencement of through traffic by the Sibe- 
Tiansroute between Europe and Chis, and 
ithe traffic-wwill steadily grow.

intervals, givinz two mails one week nnd 
one the next. 
The Siberian Railway is the greatest 
scheine of its kind in the worll, To bring 
it to its present stage of completion has 
occupied nine years, and, considering the 
difficulties that have had to be overcome, 
the rate at which progre-s has been made 
aust be considered good. While recognising 
the increased influence that the construction 
of the line will give to Russia in Northern 
Asia, and especially in G@hina, we canvot 
but congratulate our rival upon her enter 
prise and the succes with which it has 
been carried out. The influence that the 
railway will exercise is undeniable. Siberia 
will show a steady increase in population and 
wealth corresponding to that which, under 
the stimulus of railway communicution, has 
taken place in the Fur West of the United 
States and Canada, and the effect of a pros- 
perous and progressive population becorm- 
ing settled along the Chinese frontier cannot 
fail to make itself felt in the politics of 
Peking. This growth of population has 
alrealy made great progress. The anony- 
mous author of “ Russia on the Pacific 
“aud the Siberian Railway,” atter show- 
ing how the ee lost certain territory 
through their failure to occupy it, says: — 
“The real cause of their loss was so 
“apparent to Lhe Chinese themselves that 
“after the treaty uf Aigun they began to 
“colonise Manchuria and to increase its 
“garrisons, Even after these measures the 
“right bank of the Amur, which has he- 
“longed to China for centuries, remains 
“almost uninhabited, except ina few places, 
“ preseating a striking contrast with the 
“left bank, thickly studded with towns 
“and villages, though it has been 
“occupied by Russia less than half 
“a century.” This evidence as to the 
development going oi in Siberia is con: 
firmed by all travellers in the country. 
When the pressure of population begins to 
make itself felt, the settlers will begin to 
cross the Amur and establish themselves 
on the right bank, ifthe land there con- 
tinues to be left unoccupied by the Chinese, 
and Russian influence wilt be brought 
closer and closer to the confiues of China 
proper. Meauwhile the railway will bring 
A constant stream of traffic almost close past 
the gates of Peking, which will heconie a 
regular stopping place fur the ever increas- 
iny stream of globetrotters as well as of 
commercial pioneers. With the railwny 
whistle screeching at its gates, Peking 
cannot remain for ever a sleepy holluw.

Some tite ago a Committee was 
appointed to consider whether it wis feasible 
or advisable to take action with a view to 
p-eventing the flooding of the colony with 
Chinese coins. That Committee recom- 
mended that no aetion shculd be taken in 
the matter, but. failed to give their 
reason for the recommendation. It 
lag since been bruited that the renson 
‘which influenced the Committee was of 
sordid character, namely, that Hongkong 
derives a reveuue from the export of Hung- 
kong coins to China, that ta prohibit the 
import of Chinese coins would invite retalia- 
tion on the part of China, and that the re- 
sult might hea losstothe revenue. That, we 
contend, is not the point of view from which 
the subject should he approached, for it is a 
cardinal principle of good goverument that 
revenue «ught never to be raised hy debase- 
meut of the curreney, and to allow a country 
to becume flooded. with inferior coin of 
foreign origin in order to make a profit 
thereby is tintamount to debasement.

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of repealing section 19 of Ordinance 24 of 
1887 (the Public Health Ordinance). Section 
19 provided that whenever a breach of the Bye- 
laws was committed the offender should receive 
a reasonable notice before any further action 
was taken. With regard to the Limewashing 
Bye-laws, in connection with which the question 
was raised, the effect of this section was this: 
at the conclusion of the two months which were 
given to householders in which. their house, to 
limewash if the limewashing had not been done 
notice had to be given them by the Board cal- 
ling upon them to comply with the Bye-laws, 
That notice had to be a reasonable time, and the 
question of a reasonable tine had been raised 
by several property owners. For instance, if a 
property owner neglected to limewash 50, 6:), 
or 10U houses, the ooard had to give a month’s 
or six weeks’ notice for each house, so that the 
Limewashing Bye law practically became of very 
l ttle effect. At the p-esent moment they were 
in January, 1900, and during November and 
December of last year, 2,640 houses ought to 
have been lime-washed. Something less than 
2.000 had been done, so that some 600 were 
uutonched during November and December. 
At present the Board had to give every pro- 
perty owner offending a separate notice for 
every house, and serve the notices personally and 
give a reasonable time in which to do the work. 
Section 19, as it was now interpreted by the 
law officers of the Crown, put unreasonable 
obstacles in the way of carrying out the 
Sanitary Bye-laws. There was one Bye- 
law which required a householde. to notify 
a case of infectious disease which might 
occur in his house. Under the present in- 
terpretation of this section they could not 
deal with the householder for nat notifying 
until they had first of all given him a week's 
notice to notify. Of course the thing was ab- 
solutely absurd. Then there was a Bye-law 
which said that two bodies should not be buried 
in one grave. When this Bys-law was contra- 
vened they had to give the man a week's notice, 
telling him he had not to do it. even if 
he had done it already, before they cou:d take 
action. ‘l'bere was another Bye-law which 
said that a body should not be disinterred 
without permission, and if a body was disinterred 
without permission they had to give the offender 
reasonable notice—tell him not todo it. Then 
another By-elaw said a common lodging house 
should not be converted intoa brothel —the actual 
words were that the keeper was not to harbour 
bad characters. If a man kept a common 
lodging-house he was provided with a copy of 
the Bye-laws, and it was only reasonable to expect 
he should comply with them. However, at 
present, the keeper of a common lodging-house 
was entitled to a reasounble notice if he had 
committed an offence before any action could he 
taken. Section 14 of tho Public Health Ordinance 
said “Tt shall be lawful for the Board” to issue 
notices; it did not say the Board must, but 
it had been interpreted as meaning “‘ the Board 
must.” The Board had enoemons difficulties 
placed in their way in prosecuting for breaches 
of the Bye-laws, ‘here were some matters 
dealt with by the Bye-laws which reasonably 
required notices, but these cases were dualt 
with as unisances uuder section 18 of the Or- 
dinance. It would be a hardship to prosecute 
withont notice people who had committed a tech- 
nical breach of the law. It might be considered 
a technical breach of the law if the fall of a 
drain was in the wrong direction. In such a 
case a man would not be prosecuted in the 
first instance but served with a nuisanca notice 
under section 18 to lay the drain in a proper 
manner. 

Dr. HagTiGAn, in seconding, said they ought 
to inform the Government that as it now stood 
the section placed the Board -in a perfectly 
ridiculous position.

RINDERPEST IN THE NEW TERRITORY, |

number of deaths reported amongst the atlimals 
during the past six months was—cattle 785, — 
buffaloes 29. ‘lhe total number ‘of villages 
visited by him during fifteen days while on’a tour 
of inspection in the New ‘Territory was 204. _ 
The cattle were honsed in wet weather in small . 
mud hovels, and during dry woather were 
generally placed in a compound situated in 
front of the villages. Many of these compounds _ 
were covered with a layer of cemert or lime, 
Mr. Ladds added :—** I may mention that fron 
the districts of Shatin, Pingshan.

AFFAIRS [N THE PHILIPPINES. 
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PORTS TO BE OPENED IN JANUARY. 
COMMEROIAL ASPKOT IMPKOVING. 
[FROM *OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Manila, 27th December. 

Indications point to a general.opening of the 
ports wherever troops are quartered throaghout 
the archipelago. Recent orders have provided 
for custom houses and internal revenue officers 
for all the principal ports and towns of northern 
Luzon, and officers have been instructed to b« 
ready (o enter upom their duties by January 
1st. General Young has-been appointed Uov- 
ernor of the provinces of Abra. Ilocos Norte, 
Ilovegs Sur, Bengued, and Union. with his 
headquarters at Vigan, and the 3rd cavalry 
and 33rd infantry. at his disposal. ‘[he ports of 
Vigan, 3an Feroando, and Laoag wili probably 
be opened ard the custom-house established by 
the lat of the new year. Vigan is the secood 
largest city in the island of Linzon, and handles 
an immenxe business. Atl! the principal houses 
and the great tobacco companies have their 
representatives here, and the place will shortly 
be booming. 

Colonel Hood has been appointed military 
Governor of Cagayan, L[sabella, and Nueva 
Viscaya, with headquarters at Aparri. He will 
open to trade the great Cagayan valley, and 
station the 16th infantry at Aparri, Tusue- 
garao, Ilagan, and Bayambung. These provin- 
ces-embrace the important prodacing districts 
of northera Luzon, and the presence of a large 
number of troops insures general safety, The 
country has been fairly productive during the 
insargdat reign, aud as the closing of the ports 
has toa grevt extent stopp-d exportation, the 
warehouses are well filled with produce ready 
fur shipmeut. On the whole the merchants 
aud. shippers are rather pleased ut the prospect 
of a lively trade period. 

MINDANAO AND THE SOUTHERN ISLANDS. 

General Bates, the military Governor af 
the southern division, including Mindanao and 
the Sulns, is on a visit {o Manila. He reports 
the country quiet and a thoroughly good pro- 
spect in almcst all his territory. Many of the 
coast towns of Minduvao have been quietly 
garrisoned, and the officers in charge are doing 
all they can to encourazze trade and frieudly re- 
lations. Spucial trade regalatious bare been 
eatablished for thesa unequipped ports, aud per- 
mission has to be obiained from the m litary 
Governor or district militury commander. Tlos- 
lo, Negros, and Cebu are showing # constantly 
increasing trade. and Samar and Leyte will 
soon be occupied by troops.

He could not see if 
he hit any one. He made the bast of his way to 
Kowloon City over the hillside, He had dis- 
charged all the cartridges he had in hia revolver 
and had none left. He reported the matter to tho 
Police at Kowloon City and returned to Ngan 
‘Tan Kok with a party of police He found Li 
fan, ove of the excise officers who had accom.
